Greece Sitwated in Earthquake 
Belt, Geologists Say. 
By the Associated Press. — 

WASHINGTON, April 27.—Co- 
rinth, the Greek city ruined by re- 
cent earthquakes, was described by 
the United States Geological Survey 
as lying within one of the two 
earthquake belts which encircle the 
world. 

This belt is known to exist at the 
point where the Gulf of Mexico 
joins the Caribbean Sea, it was ex- 
plained, and runs eastward to the 
Mediteranean, where it becomes 
stronger, and thence southeastward 
to the Pacific Ocean, where it joins 
the second belt. 

Passing through the Mediterra- 
nean and close by the scene of the 
recent shocks, the belt is believed 
to touch a spot east of Greece 
where many ages ago occurred 
what is descriBed as the greatest 
cataclysm in the aiatory of the 
world. 

There is no record of jdt what 
happened at that time. The geol- 
| ogists are of the opinion that it 
took place in the teritiary era. The 
remaining evidence of the disaster 
is known as the great drift and e¢x- 
tends fromi the Dead Sea soutli- 
ward 1000 miles or more into Af- 
rica. It is situated between 890 
and 1000 miles east of the Aegean 
Sea, the scene of the latest disas- 
ters. 

Geologists believe the whole 
western end of Arabia rose from 
the sea 1,000,000 years ago, and 
that sometime later a strip of land

America Goes Victorian 


The Bntush Find It Difficult to Square Americag Profession With American Per- 
formance; They Cannot Reconcile Our Demands for Naval Disarmament With 
Our Big Navy Program; or Mr. Coolidge’s Noble Sentiments at Havana With

HE Americans seem to be better than 
T weare at preaching naval disarmament, 

but we certainly excel them in the prac- 
tice. It will be remembered that two out 
of the three cruisers which we were to lay 
down in the current financial year were 
dropped last November. The naval esti- 
mates for the coming year have noi been 
published, but by.this time they are prob- 
ably as good as settled,-and a forecast that 
bears signs of inspiration says that it is 
proposed to drop a third cruiser, We are 
supposed to be working to a five-year pro- 
gram propounded in 1925, under which we 
were to build some 16 cruisers. By the 
end of the next financial rear—aApril, 1929 
—we shall. if the forecast be correct, not 
have laid down more than 10, so that we 
shall have reduced our armaments in new 
cruisers by at least 20 per cent, and the 
Saving im cost will be at the very least 254,- 
000,000.

Contrast it with that of the Americans, 
who like to regard themselves as the heroes 
of that cohference and the protagonists of 
disarmament, The “big navy” party has 
just won a remarkable victory, and a five- 
year program of new construction is about 
to be launched which it is expected will 
sanction five new cruisers in each year, be- 
sides other craft. That is to say, the dis- 
arming Americans are abeut to build twice 
as Many cruisers—and larger ones-—as this 
imperialistically minded old country. We 
do not complain, It may be—as has hap- 
pened before—that these big American pro- 
grams will never really take the water. 
Whether they do or not, it would be foolisn 
of us to start competitive building, and we 
are at all times prepared to discuss fresh 
projects of disarmament or such undet- 
standings on naval policy as would exclude 
any notion of rivalry between the two coun- 
tries. But if America is to have naval su- 
pertority, need she also huri the moral su- 
periority of her preaching so contemptuous- 
ly against our better practice?

HERE is a similar contrast between 

preaching and practice even in the 
biessed lands where, as President Coolidge 
has just told the world, the spirit of Colum- 
bus is supreme. This spirit; we gather fror 
his speech at the Pan-American Conference 
at Havana, thrills to noble chords. One is 
as the cooing .of peace doves; the other 
strikes the more intellectual, but stil! moral, 
notes of faith in self-government. It is un- 
fortunate that the United States Govern- 
ment is the only government in the world 
which is now at war, or at any rate en- 
gaged in fighting. China is no exception, 
for she has no rea] government. It is doubly 
unfortunate that the fighting should be, not 
between Columbus and the heathen, but 
between two first cousins in the spirit of 
Columbus—to-wit, between the United 
States and Nicaragua. Now we find tt hari 
enough to ‘understand the policy of Liber- 
als’ nearer home, without wishing to comixit 
ourselves to sympathy with the principles of 
Nicaraguan liberalism. Still, the fact must 
be faced that, though Nicaraguan Liberals 
may not compare with our own fn the plen- 
titudg of their party funds, ther do seem to 
command the ailegiance ef two-thirds of the 

fe 


popwiation of Nicaragua, and it is an awk- 
ward fact for the champions of the self-de- 
termination which, according te President 
Coolidge, filled the sails ef Columbus as he 
approached América.

HE Liberals won the election of 1924 in 

Nicaragua and ejected the Diaz party, 
which previous Americam governments had 
supported, to the no small advantage, it Is 
said, of American fimanclers. The Ameri- 
can marines are now supporting Diaz in 
his usurpation of power, and, while wé 
gather from Mr. Henry Stimson that the 
“honor and prestige of the United Stat®s are 
involved in the recognition of Diaz,” he does 
not say how much American money is In- 
volved. But what have honor, prestige, ef- 
ficiency, amd even money, te do with the 
matter if, as is said and generally believed 
in South America, they are if conflict wita 
the Nicaraguan right of self-government?

The modern American ts 
like the English Victorian, happy in a com- 
pletely rounded and conclusive philosophy 
of the world. The Victorian Rnglishman 
was more certain about everything than the 
modern Georgian is about anything, and his 
American analogue is in the same happy 
State in relation to Europe and other back- 
ward institutions like Nicaragua. We do 
not grudge him the happiness of a mind 
made up and a pocket overflowing with 
gold. But we do dislike his airs of morai 
superiority.
